We freely Grant that the Kings of 
Scotland did hald the Lands of Nor- 
thumberland , Cumberland, and Weſtmer- 
land, in Capite of the Crown of Eng- 
land, which yet was no Diſparagment 
to them; that being moſt ordi 
amongſt Sovereign Princes, for thus 
others of their Kings, did Homage to 
the Kings -of France, for the Provinces

der the Government of a Child. At length, 
after a long Debate it was enaCted, that. 
when it happened their King fhould dye, 
(the Heirs begotten of his Body, bein 
Children-)- the neareft of the Royal BI 
being the beſt qualified for doing of Ju- 
Nice ſhould ſucceed, and poſſeſs the Crown 
for his time; and after his Death, the 
former Kings Son to ſucceed without any 
impediment, if. he is found fit for Govern- 


ment. This Law was in Force till the . 


Reign-of King Malcom the third. Thus by 
this Law Ferithars Brother to Fergus the 
late King was choſen, who begun his Reign 
in the Year of the World 3666. before 
the coming of Chriſt-305 Years, fromthe 
beginning of the Reign of Scorhend 26. 
Feritharis Reigned fifteen years with 
fuch Equity and-Modeſty, that his SubjeCts 
found tim an excellent King, and his Ne-

Fathers Foot-ſteps in Equity and Juſtice, 
but was more given to Paltimes ; eſpecially 
Hunting ; he 1s ſaid to have made ſeveral

Remuther 
the young King was purſued, -and taken at .

The conſequences of this unhappy day, 
were. moſt fatal both to Scors A. Pitts ;, © 
not having Men enough left aliveto inha- 
bit the Realm, or to withſtand their Ene- 
mies, upon which the Brstrons took occali- 
on to inyade them, but they no wiſe 
being in- Caſe to reſiſt them, after ſeve- 
ral bloody Skirmiſhes, were forced to be- 
take-them to the Mountains; the King of 
Scors went into Jreland,and the King of P:i#s 
to Orkney, whereafter twelve years Miſery, 
they reſolved once more- to try their For- 
tune, and returning home, the one from 
Ireland, the other from Orkney; they joyn- 
cd Battle with thetr old Enemies, the con- 
fit was fo terrible, that none of the par- 
ties could boaſt much of the Viftory. How- 
ever , the up-ſhot of the-matteyx was, a 
Peace was concluded, and the Scoss, and 
Pitts re-inſtalled in their old "© 
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This King dyed in the twenty ſix year of 
his Reign, haring left one San begotter 
by Gerhus the King of Pits his Daughter.

He was a worthy Prince, andiin Compen- 
ſation of their Service and Loyalty, in his 
Reſtauration created many Earls, Lords, 
Barons and Baronets, commanding that 
their Lands ſhould be called after their 
Names : He made alſo his Thaves Earls ; 
many new Surnames began at this time, 
8 Calder Lochbart,.

During his Minority the Realm 
was well Governed by his Nobles ; tak- 
ing the Government upon himſelf, hisfirſt 
work was to ſummon the Earls of Mon- 
terth, Athole and Buchan, and the Lord 


Strabogy, who were all of the Name of 


Cumings ; they not daring to appear , 
were denounced Rebels: They being

The King and Queen going to 
London, to the Coronation of King Ed- 
ward the firſt : David the ſecond Son dy- 
cd in their abſence; within a few years 
after the Prince dyed at Lundores, to the 
great Grief of the Nation , and not long 
after the King dyed by a fall from over 
a Rockat Kinghorn, the thirty ſeventh year 
of his Reign: Leaving none of his own 
direct Line to ſucceed him.

Viceroy; thus after ſome little skirtniſhes 
he reduced all beyond the Forts: after 
which he went to England', and Ranged 
up and down for ſome time, and return- 
ed without oppoſition ; after which the-.. 
E ſo enters Scotland with a great Army, 
= nding the Scors diſpoſet under three 
Leaders, ( who diſputed among themſelves 
for Priority ) quite ronted them, but ſoon 
after they made a general inſurreCtion, 
to oppole which, King Edward ſent Ralph 
Conmers with a great army,whoa by tripple 
Victory were defeated at Kolksn. 

All this while Robere* Bruce continued 
with King Edward, who weary of the 
Kings delays and offputs, at laſt ſtrikes 
in with Fohn Cumin, Baliols Couſin ger 
man, they agreed that Bruce ſhould have 
the Kingdom, and Cumine all Bruces Lands.

brought to London was Cruelly execut 
in Smithfield , and his Limbs hung upin 
the moſt Eminent places. 

97. Robert Bruce was (after he had ſtay- 
ed for the Popes abſolution for defili 
'the Monaſtery, with the murder 
Cumime ) Crowned at Scone 1306. 2 
Valiant and Heroick Prince, he had man 
Enemies both at home and- abroad, whi 
Edward taking advantage off, with the 
aſſiſtance of the Cumines, quite Routed 
him, forcing him to the Hills where he 
endured great Miſery, to the great ruine 
and Slaughter both of his Family and 
Friends, but making to gether ſome little 
force, he took Carrick and Innerneſs, by 
ſurpriſal, and by this means augmented his 
Train, ſo that he was in caſe to with- 
ſtand. Edward, having obtained aconfider- 
able Vitory ( though ſick and forced " 
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be held on horſe back ) this gave him 
time to take in the remaining ſtrength, but 
they were within a year retaken from 
him, which incouraged Edward the ſecond 
to enter with a great Army to Scorlana, 
but had a great defeat at Bannokburn, 
which occaſioned the loſs of Berwick,, 
and Braces confirmation in Parliament; 
ſome few years after were ſpent in light 
Skirmiſhes, and Incurſions. Robert having 
ſome reſt convened his Nobles intending 
to determine the right of Inheritances, 
which ſome had unlawfully kept in theſe 
unſettled times ; this begat a Conſpiracy, 
whichebeing deteted, a meeting was held 
at Perth, there by their own Papers many 
were Convicted, and Executed bnt fome 
Pardoned. 

In the mean time a Legat came from 
Rome, armed with all the Thunderbolts of 
that See, to threaten the Scors into a 
Peace with England; but miſſing of his 
Errand, the Scors fullowed him with an 
Army, and marched as far as Stainmore z 
Edward in revenge raiſeth a moſt power- 
full Army, Roberrt therefore conſidering 
that his force would not be in caſe to 
reliſt ſo great a Power, cauſed all thecat- 
tel to be carryed unto the Avious retreats 
of the Hills, that they might not be ſer- 
viceable to the Enemy, whereupon the 
Engliſh 
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*. * Engliſh for want of ViQuals were forced 
to retire, Bruce purſues them as far as 

Yorke , there he cheained a great Victory. 
About. this' time the family of the Hamil- 
cons took. their riſe, one of them killing 
an Engliſh Gentleman, fled to Robert for 
ProteCtion, who gave him lands which re- - 
tain the . name to this day. Bruce now 
having ſubdued his enemies , begins to 
compoſe himſelf to the cares of Peace, 
and by. At of Parliament ſettles the 
Crown upon his Son,'(though a Child ) 
and in caſe of his deceaſe, to RKobere 
Stewart his Grand-child by his Daughter, 
ſoon after Thome » and James 
os; were ſent with a flying party of 
orle into England, from whence they 
returned without any conſiderable ation, 
ſaving only that larwith two hun- 
dred horſe beat up: the Engliſh quarters, 
>> 5 hon ropes of the Kings Tent 
with his Sword, and made a good. re- ' 
freat, Brace finding himſelf waſted with 
Age, retyred to "the Abby of Kilroſs, 
leaving theſe three Counſels behind him.

Thirdly never to ,make long 
Truces with them. Thus he dyed leav- 
ang Charge with the Valiant Dowglas, 
| | to 
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topgoto Jernſalem (whither himſelf deſign- 
ed an-Expedition ) which-the Dowglas per- 
forming , he afterward Joyned with the 
Chriſtian Princes againſt -the Turks and 
Saracens, where he obtained ſeveral 
great Victories. He purpoſing to re- 
turn home was driven by a Tempeſt 
upon the Coaſt of Spain, where he joyn- 
ed with the King of Aragon againſt the 
Saracens, and obtained great Victories, 
at laſt he was killed by an Ambuſhment 
that was laid for him of purpoſe, thus 
ended the . Noble and\ Valiant Dowglas, 
one of the moſt renowned warriours' 
that lived in his days; Ic is faid that 
he was thirteen times ViCtorious againſt 
the Turkes and Sarazens, and fiftie feven 
times againſt the Engliſh.In the preceedin 
age there was a Gate in Danſick 
the Dowglas port, in memory of this 
Dowglas, King Kkobert dyed at Cardroſs 
the twenty fourth year' of his Reign, 
and was buried in Damfermling. * 

98 To him Succeeded his Son - David

Hae 
ving gone to meet her at Dover, his firſt 
Complement to-her,. was, 7 hat -he defsrrd 
tobe no longer Maſter of himſelf, than bt 
was Servant to ber, which he made good 
tothe ful).

the Army which was liſted for recovering

IS Og having ſeveral Petith*' 
os, which were preſented-to King James 
a+ hittle before” his Death, unanſwered 1 
Petitioned- his Majeſty to Redreſs thoſe 
Grievances which concerned Religi- 
on and Priviledge, without which they: 
coal! come'to no Conclufions for raiſing 
of Money; whereupon the King gave them 
full -Affurance of all their Demands; ſo 
they immediately Granted two Subſidies 
from Proteſtants, four from Papiſts, and 
three from the Clergy. 

+ After this the Parliament did not Sit 
long ; for- the-laſt Subkdies not being e-

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nough to defray the King's neceſſary 
Charges, he urges the Parliament for more';

The King in the Year 1633. made a 
Journey to Scotland, attended with a ſplet- 
d.d- Train of the Nobility of both King- 
doms; and upon June the Eighteenth; was 
ſolemnly Crowned King at Edinburgh 
which Solemnity being over, his Majcſt 
call:d a Parliament, and in which he pa(- 
ſed an AR, for Ratification of the old 
As; ſome ſuſpefting, that the Confir- 
mation of Epiſcopacy was by it intended, 
with all their Strength oppoſed it, bur in 
vain. 

Not long before his Majeſty went to 
Scotland, being deſirous (if poſſible) te 
haveit prevented, he Writ to a Lord, who 
had the Truſt of the Crown, to bring it 
to England, that he might be Crowned 
there: 'But the Lord anſwered, -7hat be 
durſt not for his Life do it; tut. if his 
Majeſty would be pleaſtd- to accept of it in 
ts proper place, h: ſhould find bis People there 
ready to yield bim th: higheſt Honour”; . but 
if be ſhould put' it off much longer, it might 
rend to bis Maj ſties and their great Ls 1 
neither could they be long without - ſome to 
Govern them, : 

'In the Year 1633. Oftober the Trir- 
zeenth, the Queen brought forth her ſecond 
Son, who was Baptized James, and _-_ 
Py. ruicd, 
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tuled, Duke of Tork : Much about this 
time the Diſcontents in' Scotland began 
to increaſe; ſome of the Nobility ſiding 
with the Male-contents; of which the 
Lord Balmirrero, the chief Secretary of 
State was one, who was thereupon Ar- 
raigned by his Peers, and found Guilty ; 
but obtained the King's Pardon. 
December the Twenty-Eijobth, 1635. the 
Lady El:zabeth was Born; and now great 
Differences aroſe about Church-marrers, 
chiefly occaſioned by Arch-Biſhop Lads 
zealous injoyning of Ceremonies, as pla- 
cing the Communion-Table at the £af 
end of the Church upon an Aſcent, with 
Rails Altar-waycs, with many other things 
not formerly inſilted on by the Church, but 
now obſtinately oppoſed by many, which 
brought things into great confuſion. 
His Majeſty earneſtly deſiring an Uni- 
formity in Religion in Scotlan (aghing 
attempted before by King James) Enjoy- 
ned the Scots the uſe of the Liturgy and 
Surplice, with all the Engl:ſb Ceremonies, 
and began firſt in his own Chappel ;, Pro-. 
clamatian being made, 4 hat the ſame Ore 
der ſhould be Sh in all Churches: The 
Biſhops were ſatisfied with it, but the 
Miniſters and People ' was ſo diſconten- 
ted, -that when the Dean of Edintarg? be: 
gan to read the Common- Prayer,the Women 
"© began 
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bexantogrumble; vpon which, the Biſhop 
of Edinburoh Reps up into.t Palpie-s 
command Silence z but this did but avg- 
ment'their Fury to ſuch a height, thar they 
Aſſaulted him ; ſome with Cudgels, others 
with Stones, andothers ( for want of better 
Weapots)were forced to pelt him with the 
Stools upon which they fat, to the great 
hazard of his Life: - The Arch-biſhop of 
of St. Andrews (being then' Lord Chancel- 
tor ) interpoſing, - was lke'to have been 
ſerved with the fame ſawce: The like 
Diſturbance happened ih ſeveral other 
places; whereupon the -Counci! emitted 
Protlamations to Prevent Tumults ; Which 
was ſo little regarded by the mvlricude, 
that the Biſhop of Galloway, going the 
next Jay to the Council, was by them 
purſued to the Council Chamber. They 
Seized alfo the Ciry Aagrſtrates, that _ 
mightgnot joyn with the Conrci! to cu 
them. The Lords of the Connert having 
at length, with fair words, in ſome mea- 
ſure, pacified them, they preſently entit 
Proclamations to keep the Peace, but pro- 
duced no ſuch Effet; for they ſtifly pe- 
ritioned againſt rhe /ervice-tork ; which 1n- 
cenſed the King extreamly : Thus matters 
in the Year 1637. 
next Year the Scots hearing, That 
the King was making preparations 1 wo 
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Jad, to. rednace them | by force, they em- 
red .imo a Covenant, .to defend the Relie 
gion they profeſt;, whereupon, they feat 
tor General Z:ſly, and other Officers /from 
beyond (Sea, putting themſelves :in .a po- 
_ſture of Defence: But:-the. Nuke of 444- 
milton obtained a Declaration from [the 
King» diſcharging the vſe of the ſervice» 
book. & the five Articles of Perth fora time ; 
conſenting alſo,that Charch-matters may be 
ordered by general Aſemblies. T his Decla- 
ration. being -publiſhed, and a general Al> 
ſembly convened at Gl:/gow; the Biſhops 
are ſummoned to appear there as Guilty 
perſons; but in anſwer to the Summans, 
the Brſbops ſent in a Proteſtation againſt 
their Aſſembly ; which the Covenenters, 
for a while, would not vouchſate to,Read, . 
until they had diſpatched what. bufineſ(s 
they pleaſed : The King; having notice of 
their Proceedings againſt the Biſhops, or- 
dered their Aſſembly to be diſſolved, 
which accordingly was done z but the Co- 
 «'nanters preſently emit 2 Proteſtation a- 
gainſt ir. In this Aſſembly they quite abo- 
liſhed Epiſcopacy : Whereupon, the King 
raiſes an Army in England, with which 
marched in Perſon againſt the Scots; 
but while his Majcfty ſtayed at York, by 
the mediation of ſome perſons, a Treaty 
of .Peace was agreed upon; wherein it 
" Was 
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was agreed, Thart-the King ſhould pub- 
liſh . a Declararion, ratifying, what his 
Commaiſlioners had promiſed an his name: 
' That a general Aſembly, and a Parliament 
be held at Edinburgh within a ſhort time: 
And laſtly, That upon _— their 
Forces, and reſtoring the King to his Forts 


and Caſtles; the King was to recall his 


Fleet and Forces, and make Reſtitution 
of their Goods ſince the Breach. 

The King not finding the Scors punts 
al to their Articles, returned to Englard, 
and Nullified the agreement reſolving 
now to try other courſes: Whereupon, 
the Scots apprehending their danger, pre- 
pared for their own defence. The King 
reſolves upon a War; and with ſome 
difficulty compleateth his Army, where 
of himſelf was Genera'rſſimo. He be- 
gan his march to the Aorth, July the 
1 wentieth, 1640. by which time the Scat» 
iſh Army was upon the Border: Where- 
fore the King ſent the Lord Corway with 
Twelve Hundred Horſe, and Three 1h: 
ſand Foot, to ſecure the Paſles upon the 
River {yze, General LZe/'y beirg advan- 
ced thither, deſired Leave to pais to the 
King with their Grievances, which was 
denied ; whereupon he commands his 
Horſe to take the Water (the Foot to 
their no {mall hazard following) and. _—

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their Paſſage; which they did, and put 
the Lord Conway to a diſorderly Retreat. 
Soon "after, they took New-Caſtle, and 
then Durham.  _ | | 
- At laſt, His Majeſty ' condeſcends ta 
Treit: with them, and to that'end, re» 
ceives a Petition from them, ' containing 
their Grievances; for redreſling of which, 
it was agreed, That ſixteen Engliſh Lords 
ſhould meet with ' as many Scors, Rippon 
was a place appointed for the Treaty;

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mandie, whence he went to Diep, and there 
ded himſelf of ſack Neceffaries as 
erved him until He came to his Mother, 
who was at the French Court. 

Cromwel -hearing of Jrerons Succeſs 
in 1rlaid, and of Lieutenant General 
Monks Succeſs in Scotland, makes a Mo- 
tion, That for the Security of the Com- 
mon-Weileb (as it was then called) the 
Parliament ſhould be turned out, as a par- 
cel of Drunkards, Whore- Maſters, and Op- 
prefſors ; which was accordingly done, and 
then a =_ Convention is called, July, 
1653. where the Government is put vp=-- 
on Vlivers Shoulders, by an iefrewate 
delivered to him, by their Speaker Mr. 
Rowe. 

" In this Year and the next, were Five 
Bloody Engagements at Sea, between the 
Erghſhand the Dutch; the Engliſh for the 
moſt part having the Viftory. In the- 
Year 1656. Cromwel calls another Par- 
liament, which he had ſo far ſecured for 
his Intereſt, that they invite him to take. 
the Imperial Crown of this Realm ; which 
he, as a cunning,Fox (knowing that this 
ſtep of his Advancement would haſten-his 
Ruine) with pretented modeſty declined, 
contenting himſelf with being Lord-Pro- 
tetor, which he was made three Years be=- 
fore. Then they Petitioned him to- ac- 
- cept 
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cept - 66 Three-Hundred Thouſand Pounds 
Year for his Support ;;! to' have a New 
Houſe: of Lords ; to name his own Suc+ 


ceſſor: All which ( with much ado) he ac- 


cepted of. 


But when Fortune had fer him ſo High, - 


that all the. World that-heard of it were 
Aſtoniſhed & Behold, in' the midſt of his 
Triumph he is ſnatched away by Death, 
upon September the Third, 1658. He lay 
in State, at Whirtc-Hall, about. fix. Weeks, 
and then was, in great Splendor, . Interred 
in Weſtminſter ; Abby, among the Princes 
of the. Royal Blood : | His Son Kichard 
was preſently Inſtalled in his Place, where- 
in. he had wdly time to look about, when. 
Fleetwogd and Lambert, with the reſt of 
the Army-thruſt him ont, calling the Zong- 
Parliament ' again, this Revolution was 
followed by another; for ſoon after, ſe- 
veral- Gentlemen in' Cheſhire, under the 
condudt of Sir George Booth, roſe for the 
Defence of their Priviledges, but were 
defeated: by Lambert ; he immediately af- 
ter turned out the Long-Parliament, and 
erected a Committee of Safety. 

His Majeities Friends looked on with 
ſome Hope all this while, ſeeing all theſe 
Metamorpholing of Government, might 
tend to the opening a Door for His 41je 
ſue entring.General ork hearing, in __ 
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lard, how matters went in England, drew 
his Army towards the Borders : Againſt 
him Zanbert marched as far as New- 
Caſtle, reſolving to Fight him; but his 
men had no heart to the Work, which 
forced him to give way. In the mean 
time. the remainder of the Zng-Parla- 
ment, had again Convened with ſome 
difficulty, and Diſſolved the Commirree 
of Saferyz inviting General 440k to march 
with his Army ro London, which he ac- 
cordingly did ; and to requite their kind- 
neſs, gets them Diſſolved. 

In the Year 1660, Another Parliament 
was called at Weſtminſter, where, by unas 
nimous Conſent, His 444j:fty was invited 
Home ; and accordingly, the Twent=rinth 
of May following, Hs Majeſty accom- 
panied with the Dukes of York, and Glo 
"fer, and attended with a Gallant Train 
of Lords and Gentlemen, Arrived at Do- 
ver, whence He was condutted through 
London, in great State to White-Halt, 
where, by a Lineal Legal Succeſſion, He 

ſleſles the Imperial Crown of Scorland, 
or almoſt 7ro Th uſand Years: So that, 
for Royal Extrattion, and Long Line of 
Joſt Deſcent, His Majeſty may Reckon 
with any Aſfonarch in the Chriſtian
